is a schome fomented by the Society for 


the Promotion of Open Spaces to acquire 
as a national, or at any rate metropolitan 
undertaking, several hundred acres of 
heath, pasture land and beech woods be- 


tween Hampstead and Highgate, and pre- 
serve them forever as open spaces for the 
enjoyment of the public 

Near Brighton, the other day, a large 


quantity of wreckage was washed ashore, 
Among other articles were a dozen thirty- 
six gallon casks of wine and several casks 
of Burton ale. A large concourse of per- 
sons assembled, purloining various articles, 
and broaching the casks. An extraordin- 
ary scene of drunkenness followed, nuim- 
bers of men and boys lying around help- 
lessly intoxicated,many of thom insensible. 
Twenty porsons were found helplessly 
drunk after five o'clock on the next after- 
noon, and had not several coastguards 
arrived on the spot, a number of them 
would have been drowned. 

The British vessels launched during the 
year 1883 represent a capital of at least 
£19,000,000, and in their actual construc- 
tion some 62,000 men have been employed, 
besides the vast multitudes engaged in mi- 
ning, smelting and manufacturing the iron, 
raising the coal, making the chains, sails, 
and rigging, and in furnishing and engi- 
neering the vessels. In regard to the act- 
ual amount of tonnage turned out, 1885 
surpasses any previous year. 
vorts in which ships are built in the United 
iiapdem there have, during the past 12 
months, been launched by 124 firins, 880 
vossels, witha total tonnage of 1,260,820 
tons. This is an advance of 560,000 tons 
upon L852, which was similarly ahead of all 
preyious years. The prospects for the fu- 
ture, however, are not so bright as they 
were at the close of 1882. 1 1s estimated 
that in the last three years over 3,000,000 
tons of shipping, mainly steam, have been 
built in the United Kingdom alone. For 
gome months past the effect of this vast 
production hus been felt upon trade, with 
the result that freights have become so de- 
pressed as to be now barely remunerative,

IRELAND. 

The centenary of the Irish Royal College 
of surgeons was lately celebrated in Dublin 
by a banquet given by the president, Sur- 
eon Wheeler, at which the Lord-Lieuten- 
ant was the principal guest, 

Cork city has the third largest borough 
electorate m Ireland, having with its popu- 
lation of 104,496, voters to the number of 
4,764. Belfast, which is fast becoming, both 
in wealth and population, the premier bor- 
ough of Ireland, has the largest electorate, 
viz., 21,805 toa population of 208,122, 
whereas Dublin has but 13,580 to its popu- 
lation of 273,282. Limerick has 1,916 elec- 
tors to a population of 48,670, and Water- 
ford 1,446 to 29,181. 

Half of the entire district of Connemara, 
nearly 250,000 acres, was, up to less than 
forty years ago, the property of one man, 
the late Colonel Martin. He lived in 
princely splendor, and exercised almost un- 
disputed sway.

The death is announced in his seventy- 
sixth year of Emeritus Professor Balfour. 
For several years Dr. Balfour occupied the 
Chair of Botany in Glasgow University and 
was appointed in 1845 toa similar Profes- 
sorship at Edinburgh, from which position 
he retired in 1879, 

A sad and fatal accident happened on the 
Iith ult. at a fire in Clepington waste 
works, Dundee, belonging to Mr. Bradford. 
The works were very extensive, the princi- 
pal buildings being of four stories. While 
the firemen were at work, the front wall 
fell in, burying four of them. Their names 
are David Shepherd and George Cram- 
mond, married, and leave families.

He was 
provost of Renfrew during the l'rench rev- 
olution, and died in 1837, 213 years after 
the birth of his grandfather. 

Seven men employed in the Dundee 
Ship-building Yard went out on Feb, 12th 
ina small pleasure boat, to enjoy some 
shooting at the mouth of the Tay, and were 
all drowned in « squall which ensued ; most 
of them were experienced in the manage- 
mont of boats, and therefore no anxiety was 
felt when they did not return, the first in- 
timation of the disaster being received from 
a salmon fishorman named Petric, who re- 
ported at night in Dundee that in the morn- 
ing he had seen the boat in a perilous posi- 
tion, and that later he had drawn up some 
hats in his net.

rhe Longevity of Doctors 


Neve York Timea 

Judging from the great age of the suryi- 
Vols of the battle of Waterloo, participation 
in the battle rest Ineans of lon 
vovity which an Englishman of that 
ld take Of couse thia resource 
longer opon to persons desiring to live be 
yond three seore yours ancd-ten, but 
persons can accomplish nearly as much by 
becoming Twenty 4iX ominent 
physicians aid surgeons laye died in Eng- 
land daring the last four years,all of whom 
80 years of age,and nine of whom 
90. The attained the 
wreatest age died at and begs thei: 
profession a8 army surgeons, These two 
may possibly have laid the foundation of 
their longevity at the battle of Waterloo, 
but however this may be, the fact that 
English medical mon live to a great age is 
sufficiently established 

The populax idea of a doetor's life is that 
he is exposed to danger that ought to 
him off atan early day, As a medical stu- 
dent he is believed to undermine his con- 
stitution with tobacco and spirits and to 
run the risk-of antheting fatals wounds upon 
himself with the dissecting knife. When 
in active practice he is supposed to be drag 
ged oul of bed at all hourd and in vl 
weathers to attend to his pationts and to 
be constantly exposed to the danger of 
contracting infectious and contagious dis 
The wonder is that a man engayed 
in such a profession ever lives to middle 
aye, Whecreas,as the statiglics above quoted 
show, he has an excellent chance to live to 
be 80 or 90, 

The facts undoubtedly are that in a doc- 
tor's daily life there are conditions which 
are ominently favorable to lengevity. First 
mnony these is the fact that a doctor never 
takes his own medicines. Men who are not 
doctors tale large quantities of medicine, 
and it has been computed that the average 
Englishman takes seven quarts of liquid 
medicine, three pounds of powders, and 
two hundred pills annually from the time 
of his birth auutil-his death..About a third 
of this enormous quantityof medicine is 
taken’ without the advice of a physician, 
and the remaining two-thirds are given by 
medical advisers. Nov, 2 doctor not oniy 
never takes his own medicines, but he very 
seldom calls in another physician to pre- 
scribe for hyn, well knowing that medicines 
are to be taken only when their use cannot 
be avoided, This gives the doctor an im- 
mense advantage over ordinary yen, in 
spite of his gr.ater liability to contract con- 
tagious and infectious 

Then, too; a doctor taces a creat deal of 
exercise. Tt is true that he takes little ex- 
erciseé in the course of his office practice, 
bubthis out-of-Coor practice compelling him, 
us it does, to Luny from one, house to an’ - 
ther and to climb imiomerable stairs, gives 
him thé exercise which men of other pro 
fessions fail to obtain, Then, again, he 
sleeps moré soundly than other men, know- 
ing that he may be called up at any hour, 
he goes to bed with the resolution of com 
pressing as much sleep as possible into the 
briefest time, and the concentrated sleep 
thus obtained does him more good than 
many hours of light and uneasy slumber, 

To these healthful features of a doctor's 
life may be added the pleasures which his 
profession yields. The surgeon meets with 
a constant succession of delightful amputa- 
tions, and is liable to be agreeably surprised 
overy day of his life with unusual abscesses 
and novel tumors, upon which ho city exer- 
cise his ingenuity and his knife, The physi- 
cians ineet with’ quantitics of interesting 
diseases, and is always hoping to be the first 
to describe some new disease to which his 
name will be forever attached, like the 
yopular disease discovered hy Messrs. 
Briht and Cox, respectively. If the doc- 
tor is successful, as nearly all doctors seem 
to be, tliere flows in upon hima constantly 
increasing stream of fees, and a lucky pesti- 
lence or a fortunate series of explosions and 
railway collisions may at any time make the 
physician or surgeon a rich man, 

lt is thus easy to ulderstand why mem- 
of the medical profession live toa 
great age. Almost as easy, fn fact, as it is 
to understand why their patients seldom 
rival them in longeyity

He is to stake out his claim, and within 90 
days thereafter file with: the local agent or 
the Dominion Lands agent for the district, 
a declaration setting forth the circumstan- 
ces of his discovery, and describing the lo- 
cality and dimensions of the claim marked 
out, paying the agent an entry fee of five 
dollars, for which a receipt is to be given 
him. This receipt is his authority to enter 
into possession, aud during the term of one 
year from its date to take and dispose of 
any mineyal « it posit. At the end of one year 
he may purchase at the rate above named 
the location, on filing proof that he has ex- 
pended 8500 in actual mining operations, 

At tho time of purchasing he must deposit 
with the agent #50 to pay for the survey, 

and on receipt of the plans and field notes 
& patent will issue ae ying the land to 
him, subject to the proviso that a roy; lty 
of 24 per cent, shall be paid to the Crown 
upon all the gold and silver produced from 
the said conveyed lands. Provision is made 
for the assignment of the right to purchase 
& mining location and its registration. Pri- 

ority of discovery alone does not give the 
right to acquire, but a person subsequently 
and independently discovering, who has 
somplicd with the other conditions pre- 
scribed in the regulations takes precedence 
of the first discoverer, if the latter has 
failed to comply with the other conditions, 
The regulations laid down in respect to 
quartz mining are applicable to placer min- 
ing 8o far as they relate to entries, entry 
fees, assignments, marking of locations, and 
agents’ receipts. The size of

heard mention, In girth, however, the 

California trees stand pre-eminent, if Miss 
Gordon-Cummiing’s account be correct, for 
she tells us that a specimen had been dis- 
covered in Visalia county which 
lt Je in circutnference. 

The age of some of these trees is computed 
at more than 2,500 years, bo that acce pling 
that date as an approximation to accuracy, 
they must have been growing when Con- 
stantinople (then called Byzantium) was 
founded by the Grecks, and when the pro- 
phet Jeremiah was in existence. It is fear- 
ed, however, that these vestiges of creation 
must soon disappes ar like the Red Indians, 
before the encroachments of civilization, 
and (as far as trees are concerned) the piti- 
less lumberman

It is said that a law d by the 
California Government to prohibit the cut- 
ting down of trees over 16 feet in diameter, 
but this is rendered nugatory by burning 
them down,and destroying those of smaller 
dimensions, against which there is no pen- 
alty.

Excellent Speech by Mr, John 
White, M,P. 


Phe following is the oficial rep. 
speech delivered in the House of Commons 
on Tebruuy 22nd, Mr, John Whito, 
M. V’., on the subject of the loan te th 
Canadian Pacific Re uilway Con pany # 

Mr. White (Flastings) Mr, Speaker, | 
just ask this hon. House to give ine 
fifteen mintites in which to say a few 
words with regard to the Novel West 
Ik rritory from personal ¢ xporicnve 1 
will promise that I will read no motions o1 
speeches, and as I liave no notes, I shall 
not oceupy much of the time of the House. 
I believe that the British Columbia Reso 
lutions were carricd through the House of 
Commons in the year 1871. From that 
time to the present I have hoard very many 
eloquent speeches for and against the Can 
adian Pacitic Railway, for and against 
British Columbia, for and against the 
North-West Teritory, I must say that 
up to the time I had the privileye of visit 

ing that country, I knew very little about 
it, On loaving Winnipeg, Thad only to 
look in every direc from the window 
of tho car as 1 went along, and eve ry place 
that I visited showed nothing but beauti- 
ful Inds, and at every station, until we 
reached Brandon, I saw people coming to 
mect their friends from the older Pro- 
vinces, We wentat the rate of from 
twenty to twenty-five miles an hour, and 
all along the route there was no end of fine 
land. Although I had often heard that 
alongthe line of the railway the Jand 
wis not good, I was satisfied that 
these reports were unfounded, as nile 
after mile of the finest land met my view, 
and Mr, Holt, the engineer of the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific Railws ay, 
said to we, you can go to bed and get up in 
the morning, and day after day you will 
find the same country, You may make the 
run from Winnipeg to Calgary, 860 miles, 
ind Tam satisfied that along tho line there 
ave not fifty miles where you will not 
a3 far as the cye can carry, first class land 
fit for settlement.

Had 
Mr. Cochrane's ranche been well managed, 
and I regret it wax not, they would 
been able to ship from Calgary a large 
number of cattle this year, as they would 
have had more than could be consumed in 
that country. Do the ranchmen believe 
that the road is being constructed too fast? 
Then when I had the pleasure of getting 
to the summit of the Rocky Mountains 
and passed through the beautiful valley of 
the Bow River, 1 had a talk with the min- 
ers who had been there, some a year, some 
dix months, some three months, and they 
said tome; ** White, use your influence 
that we may have a liberal mining Bill, be- 
cause this country is rich in ore, because it 
has large quantities of precious metals that 
Will enrich the Dominion of Canada.” I 
ask if the miners of the Rocky Mountains 
think the road being constructed te 
fast. The full extent of the railway strike 
was reached when I arrived at Moose Jaw, 
and 1 was astonished to meet the number of 
men I did from uround London and the 
county of Middlesex and to hear how 
well they spoke of my hon. friend the 
Postinaster-General ; but the next day, 
after the strike occurred on the railway, they 
said: ‘*Well, we sometimes find fault with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, but what 
under the sun would we do without 
it! It is the only hope, the only 
prospect wo have of getting in every- 
thing we want and sending out everything 
we raise; we cannot do without the road, 
and we hope the strike will soon be over. 
When we reached Medicine Hat we saw 
not one train load of coal from that mine, 
but six train loads brought on a siding to 
send to different parts of Manitoba and the 
great North-West Territory. 1 would like 
to ask the hon, gentleman, when he speaks 
of the interests of the people of that great 
country, whether there is anything they 
require more than heat, whether there is 
anything they require more than coal ? 
The y have the jan? and when they get the 
coal it will help them very much, Had not 
he road been constructed the people would 
have suffered in that direction at all events 
I believe that the hon. gentloman did s 
or at least if he did not, others did, 
the road was not well constructed.

If you 
take the County I have the honor to reside 
in, the city of Belleville gave $150,000 to 
one road, the county $80,000, three town- 
ships about $45,000. and we constructed 
that road, believing we would have a road 
independent of the Grand Trunk Railway; 
but, after it was run fora short time, we 
were anxious that the Grand Trunk Rail- 
Way should take it over, because it would 
be better accommodated, better run, better 
controlled, better manayed, than by those 
who belonged to the company that had con- 
structed it. I believe the hon. gentleman 
lived for time in the Province of 
Ontario, and he should know that there 
aro a great number of people residing 
in very thickly settled parts of the coun- 
try who paid their portion of the money 
that went to the Grand Trunk Railway, 
paid thei portion of the money that was 
required to buy the North-West from the 
Hudson's Bay Company, and will pay their 
yortion of what is going into the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for its construction, and 
their portion of what the Local Govern- 
ment has paid to railways. They are 
taxed for the next fifteen or twenty yoars 
for the money given to railways to con- 
struct them, and they cannot get over 
paying that.

It is very satisfactory to notice the in- 
creased foreign demand for Canadian cheese 
which is classed in Britain among ‘*Ameri- 
can.” It is significant, too, that,acconding 
to the Blue Bool: returns, printed elsewhere 
in this issue, our exports of cheese, which 
are almost all to Great Britain, increased 
from 55 iillion pounds yielding 10-8 cents 
per pound in 1882 to 58 millions, yielding 
11-12 cents per pound in 1883. About the 
beginning of the present month our cheese 
commanded the highest price of any offer- 
ed in the Scotch market. Indeed so popu- 
lar has it become that the manager of the 
largest dairy association in Scotland, where 
20,000 lbs. milk were used daily during the 
past month, has made enquiries into Cana- 
dian methods of production, This has re- 
sulted in Mr, Ballantyne, president of our 
Dairy Association, sending over to Glas 
gow, last month, one of our best manufac- 
turers to tell the Scotch people how we 
make cheese.

frozen to de th, a stage lost, or a mail car 


rier buried in the snow,somebody will deny 
it from a point S00 miles away, where 
nothing is known about it, It isa fact, 
nevertheless, that dozen people have 
been lost in the storms during the past 
winter, and the winter has not been un 
usually severe, cither. A snowfall which 
in some localities would scarcely make good 
sleivhiny, becomes in this region a foe to 
hunt life of almost unconceivable fury. 
The flakes ave always sniall and dey, and 
borne along with winds of such power as to 
mike locumotion alost impossible ; they 
cut the flesh like razors. Tlie blizzard 
cones up suddenly, like a tornado, wrap- 
plog the carth in semi-darkness, and yet 
giving everything the appearance of white- 
ness, Objects a dozen yards away are shut 
out from view, and the wayfarer is blinded 
and stifled by the whizzing clouds which 
ehyelop him.

Ten Transatlantic Cables. 

The first cable, built by the Atlantic 
Telegraph Company from Lreland to New- 
foundland, was completed on Aug, 5, 1858. 
Tho second was commenced in 1860 by the 
Anglo-American Telegraph Campany, but 
it broke when half Inid, and was not picked 
up and completed from Ireland to New- 
foundland until the fall of 1866. The third 
was laid by the sane company between the 


same points, and was also completed in 
1866. The fourth was laid by the Societe 
du Cable Transatlantique, and was com- 


pleted in 1869 from Brest to St; Pierre and 
Duxbury. The fifth was laid by the Anglo 
American Telegraph Company.from  Ire- 
land to Newfoundland, and was finished in 
1873. The sixth was laid between the same 
points by the same. company, and was fin- 
ished in 1874, The seventh . was laid by 
the Direct United States Cable Company, 
and was finished ‘in 1875, The eighth was 
laid by the Compagine Francaise du Cable 
Transatlantique, and was completed in 
1879. Tho ninth and tenth were laid. by 
the American Telegraph and Cable Com- 
pany, and were finished in 1881 and 1882, 


Another Favorite Illusion. 

Another favorite Ulusion has received its 
death blow. Arcti¢ exploration, even when 
most successful. is but a gathering of Dead 
Sea apples, The Northern Passage is dis- 
covered only in order to demonstrate its 
usefulness. The myth of an open. Polar 
Sea, with a cireumpolar continent inhabit- 
ed by happy men who lived behind the 
north wind, had vanished into. thin air. 
And now Professor Nordenskjold announ- 
ces that his successful expedition into the 
interior of Greenland finally dissipates the 
hope he has too long entertained of discov- 
ering oases of fertile land behind the ice 
belt on the coast. ‘‘Over the whole is: 
land there is icc,” Greenland is no green 
land, as the explorer had hoped to find it, 
but in very truth a desolate wilderness of 
eternal ice, It must have been a molan- 
choly task for the famous traveller to des- 
troy hisown hypothesis, and instead of 
achieving one of the triumphs of scientific 
prediction to register his own mistake; but 
that is the fate, more or less, of all Arctic 
| explorers. Even the North Pole, when it 
is reached as last, will probably add but one 
more item to the lony list of disappoint 
meuts which have awaited all travellers in 
the frozen seas, —Pall Mall Gazette.

Algiers from the Bea. 

Of all the towns on the Mediterranean 
between Tunis and Tangier there is none 
80 calculated to enchant the traveller udon 
a first.view as Aljiers, both on account of 
the beauty of ite natiral sitroundings and 
the unfamiliar and striking configuration of 
the city itself. He las takon, letit bowup- 
posed, the usual route from the north 
tlivongh > Frmee, and in’ mid-November is 
flying south with the last of the long-linger- 
nig swallows ; the dreaded Leyanter has not 
necessiated a run into Barcclone, the 
Balearic Isles ave passed just as the sun is 
rising and playing bo-peep with the vast 
swell of the dark blue sea; when within a 
few hours he becomes aware of his proximi- 
ty tothe sun. The sea calms perceptibly, 
aud through the fresh cool air come warm 
drafts from the south that do not at first 
seem to mingle with the common air, but 
wander freely and treat it as a foreign elo- 
ment ; everything ou deck becomes by de- 
grees hot to the touch beneath the uprising 
sur, Suddenly, due south over the bows 
cf the steamer, in the pale purple atmos- 
pure, ave seen two distinct rays of light 
iroadening fanlike upwards from the steady 
solid line of the dee blue gea. These shafts 
of] ght that break the continuity of the 
horizontal ether are thrown off the white 
houses, domes, and minarets of Algiers; and 
even as the moon is fed from the exhaustless 
sur, so does that city, spread terrace and 
crescentwise on the steep sides of its hills, 
borrow an ineffable splendor of light from 
that luminary. A little further run of the 
steamer and along lme of purple moun- 
tains is revealed, at first appearing a4 a 
veritable coast, so sharp is the contour and 
so intense the color ; and then, in a mo- 
ment, the city itself is seen rising in dazzling 
radiance above the sea, white with almost 
blinding intensity, and forming @ picture 
too brilliant to be scanned with ease, if it 
were not for the dark blue hills and Juxuri- 
ant vegetation of its immediate background 
and its incomparable setting of mountain 
and sea, As it 14,colored lenses are brought 
into requisition by the passengers ; those 
who were skeptical as to the phenomenal 
sun of Africa are gladly convinced; the 
Danish licutenant forgets to abuse Bismarck, 
and the Polish lady, who has been reliev. 
ing the tedium of the yoyage by endeayor- 
ing to compel the crazy piano in the saloon 
to express the subtleties of Chopin’s noc- 
turnes, dons a veil of diaphanous texture ; 
and everyone shares in that nervous excita- 
tion which the Alyverian air never fails to 
effect in Northern temperaments. It is 
difficult to conceive anything more allur- 
ing, more fantastically beautiful, than the 
view of Aliiers froin the Mediterranean 
undex such circumstances ; 16 appears u6é a 
triangular mass of white buildings that 
haye apparently been charged by 
enemy on the hills behind,aud have stayed 
their precipitate flight into the sea with 
picturesq uo ubruptness.

courage, piety, even learning ; while it is 
notorious that their neighbors wero braw- 
ling and dissolute barons, robbing peas: 
ants and traders, flaying Jews, and trans- 
ferving their feudal allegiance with politic 
fidelity from one pretender to ahiother in 
the PRpaD, But the remarkable virtues 
of thia family were not long controlled un- 
der the control of a single head. The two 
sons of Frederic, firat Burgerave of Nurem- 
berg, madoa partition of their inheri- 
tance, one of them rotaining Nurenibery 
and the burgyray late ; the other, the older 
possessions in Suabia.

The Cattle Disease Scare, 

The searve of last week in Mlincis, which 
amounted to nearly a panic, has measurably 
subsided, It is now admitted that there is 
no fout-and-mouth diseuse in the country, 
except in Maine, where it was introduced 
with imported cattle, not intentionally, of 
course, but carelessly, ‘The disease in Ef 
finghain county, 175 miles south-of Chica 
vo, i8 pronounced dy veterinarians and 
breeders to be nothing more than the old 
and well-known foot rot, in in aggravated 
form, due to bad and insufticient food, and 
exposure toa long, cold, snowy winter, anil 
standing for days, and even weeks, im snow 
water and slush. In Towa, where the cat 
tle live in stalk fields, as in Tilinois,intense 
cold freezes*the noses and “feet and caused 
both to hen Iu Katisds, where the 
food is largely dry prairie hay, and less 
eoretitleas aud where the snow and slush 
aul exposure about the same as in 
Eflingham county, UL, the manifestations 
are sumilinr. Indeod the outward saanifos 
tations are nearly. similar whore the disease 
has appeared, whether in Knnsas, Lowa, 
Missouri or Iinois, showiuy it to be due to 
the same, or nearly the same, cause.

His Royal Highness the late Leopold 
George Duncan Albert, Duke of Albany, 
was the fourth and youngest son and eighth 
child of Her Majesty tie Queen. He was 
born at Buckingham Palace on the 7th day 
of April, 1853. He was named for the 
Queen's uncle, the late King of the Bel- 
gians, In early childliood the rare quali- 
ties of his mind attracted attention,and his 
early education was specially cared for by 
the Prince Consort. His health, always 
delicate, was greatly impaired by an attack 
of measles in 1861, when he was sent under 
the care of Sir Edward Bowater and later of 
Colonel Cavendish to Vannes, where he re- 
sided for over a year. From 1862 to 1866 he 
was under the tutorship of Doctor Buff, 
assisted by various Eton masters, and then 
under Mr, Duckworth. His health had 
not improved much, though under the 
special care of physicians like Dr. Legg 
When the Queen 
was attacked in 1872 by O'Connor in the 


grounds of the park Prince Leopold was 
with her, and during the trial was called as 
a witness and gave his ovidence,we are told 
“in aloud clear voice.”

Important to Ontario, 


(Toranto World Tnulependent Grit) 

While the premier province is convulsed 

over bribery scandals in Toronto,something 
of far more importance to Ontario has been 
secured at Ottawa, and that by a yovern- 
ment which has been accused of being hos- 
tile to Ontario's interest. In the Railway 
Committee of the House,the ether day,the 
bill relating to the Northern and the Ham- 
ilton and Northwestern Railways and the 
construction of the Gravenhurst and Cal- 
lendar link, was under consideration. Mr. 
Abbott said there were two points that 
should be particularly attended to in the 
agreement that it was proposed to make 
between the Government and the North- 
ern Pacific Railway Junction Company, 
chartered last year to construct the link. 
The agreement should mention that the 
Pacific Railway Junction Company must 
not only give equal rates to all railway 
companies over its line between Graven- 
hurst and Callendar, but also that the oth- 
er companies who proposo to join in sup- 
plying the funds necessary for constrncting 
the link should be bound to give equal rates 
from the front to Gravenhurst and froin 
Gravenhurst to the front. Then,secondly, 
if this condition were at any time violated, 
the penalty should be not merely the for- 
feiture of the bonus gived by the Govern 
ment, but the forfeiture as well of the 
amount the road cost over and above the 
$12,000 a mile bonus given by the Govern- 
ment ; and the Government should take 
power to take the road over without pay- 
ing anything for it. 

The consequences will be that,if the line 
cost $20,000 a mile, the Government sub- 
sidy being $12,000, and if the Northern 
Pacific Junction Company or the Northern 
Company, or the Hamilton and Northwes- 
tern Company make discriminating rates 
against other railway companies, then the 
Government step in and take the link with- 
out paying anything for it, the companics 
losing the $8,000 a mile in addition to the 
Governmentsubsidy of $12,000. The Muil’'s 
report says ;— 


| The seventh clause in the Hamilton & North- 
western Railway Company’s Bill was amended, 
and reads thus; '* The Company, jointly with 
the Northern Railway Company and the North- 
ern Pacific Junction Railway Company, may 
enter into any agreements within the provisions 
of the thirty-third section of the acts 44 Vic. ch. 
15, incorporating the Iast-named Company, and 
the Norther Pacific Junction railway compauy 
shall undertake the construction of the line be- 
tween Grayenhurst and a point of junction with 
| the Canadian Pacific Rail ay, and if the Gov- 
ernment shall grant to the said Company tho 
subsidy provided in aid of that line, the Gom- 
any inay nlone, or jointly with the Northern 
ailway, acquire and hold, either in the name 
of such company or coinpanies, or in the names 
of trustees, capital stock inthe said Northern 
and Pacific Railway Junction Company, to such 
amount as shall be approved by the Governor- 
in-Council, and such trustees may exercise all 
the vights of ordinary shareholders.” The same 
clause was inserted in the Northern Railway 
Company’s bill.

Winter is over, and the exodus of young 
men who intend, even without sufliciont 
reason, to follow Horace Grevley’ B advice 
ind “yo west’ in search of a milder climat 
will soon commence.> The West docs no 
possess the advantaged it ouce had whe 
good land could be hudior tho asking, an 
when tho rapid inrusht of population fur 
nishod a very profits ablé marketefor all that 
the farmers could produto But theok 
reputation of tho’ Western States in a mea 
sure survives, and tho common ides that 
the Western States have milder winter 
and a better climate than Ontario, adds a 
vlamour to the prairie in tho eyon of m bY 
of our young meu. <A few words on thi 
delusion as to the inferiority of the climats 
of this Province are s¢asonable. 

We have bofore us the last report of the 
American Signal Seryico—the report for 
January last—-and its fiely oxocuted maps 
toll a tale by no means uniavorab 6 to Can- 
ida, On these maps the isothermals or 
lines of equal hoat «re traced across the 
continent. Let ua follow a few of those 
lines for January lapt, Take the mean of 
LO’ (the usual Januaty mean of Quebec), 
It crossed this Province from Cornwall to 
Parry Sound, and sweeping over Manitou 
lin to the west side of Lake Michigan, i 
curves’ southward ahnost to Chicago, and 
then runa westward across Northorn lowa, 
in a latitude two hundred and fifty miles 
wud more southward of ite position in Outa- 
vio, The isethormal of 15’, about that of a 
usual Montreal January, crosses this Prov 
ince from Belleville to Saugeen. In the 
West it traverses Northorn Illinois and 
Central Towa to near Omaha, two hundred 
miles southward of its position in Ontario. 
The isothermal of 20 degrees (that of a 
Kingston January) comes up from Central 
Pennsylvania to Lake Ontario, and skirting 
the most southerly counties of Ontario, 
descends to Southern Ohio, and makes its 
way westward and south-westward through 
Te leca poli Indiana, and Central Dili 
nos, till in Ceutral Missouri it attains a 
point rearly three hundred wiles farther 
south than its position in this Province, 
Of course, the winter was colder than 
usual in the west; but so it was in the lake 
region, Where the deficiciicy from the nor- 
mal was even greater than in the Missis 
sippi Valley, and twice as great as in the 
Missouri Valley. The average winter is— 
othermal of degrees, which crosses 
Western Ontario, descends in the West to 
North-Western Missouri ;

Warmer In Winter than Chicaye ; Niagara 
is but little colder than St. Louis, and 
Montreal than Central Ohio, though 


owing to the comparative steadiness of our 
climato thore is in Outavio more snow than 
in the West, where octrstenal “wank 
blasts from the south rarely allow the 
snow to lie more than a fortnight at a 
time, Despite the absence of snow, the 
cold is there, however, and the sudden 
changes of the weather do not render it 
any more endurable. 

If the mean tomporatures of 
are lower on the same 
Ontario, the extreme cold temperatures 
are relatively still lower. The American 
Weather Bureau reports that’ over much 
of Missouri and Kansas, and nearly the 
whole of Nebraska, the mercury fell in 
January last to over 30 deyrees below 
zero.
